JURISDICTION. : 

Writing on the above sbject the Z'imes To- 
kyo correspondent siys > ‘ 
"It was hoped that after the revised treuties 
had goue into operation, all causes of friction 
t nts in Japen and the 
Jnponeso authorities would disappear. The 
hope ‘was not unjustified,’ considering the ex- 
collont spirit with which both sides approached 
the now regimen, On the one hond, the Em- 
peror of Japan. ixsued a reseript, and the prin- 
ci Ministers of Stata followed it with 
notifications, all. breathing most friendly sen- 
timents towards iforeiguers;. on the other, tha 
denizens of the settleménts, accopting Japanese 
jurisdiction as no longer avoidable, evinced an 
pnequivocal disposition to make the best of 
their altered cirewmstunces. But unfortunately 
evénta have not moved quite so smoothly as this 
mutually helpfal attitude suggested. There have 
been questions-ond controvorsios, and, though 
good temper still prevail, a certain sense 0: 
disappointment cannot.be concealed. The old 
state of affairs had some very pleasant privilegos 
and immunities. Especially delightful was the 
absence of any obligation to pay taxes. ‘ 
Tt was a delightful stato of freedom, ond na- 
turally its replacement by au ere of imposts of 
all’ Kinds—income-tax, business. tar, carriage 
tax, bicycle tax, Jocal rates ond so on—could not 
fail: to produce # feeling of rogret and discon- 
tent, ‘which’ was accentuated by the discovery 
that even in matters where tho foreign resident 
had hoped to continue in tho enjoyment of the

Thore ix one fact which wo shall do well to 
keep iu mind, and it is this, that an exporience 
of nearly two thousand years shows that 
Christisuity makes na progress’ when brought 
into ‘contact. with Hinduism, . Buddhism or 
Mohammedanism. It is not only that 
European missionaries have foiled, to con- 


verb any considerable body of Oriontale since |, 


thoy began in the Léth century. Huniveds 
of yeurs before the Portuguese reached Goa 
Christianity had been introduced into. India,’ 
But it made no way. Its fow representatives 
wore soaked in the infiuénees of the surrounding 
paganism, gnd one of: tho first dutieg imposed on 
the Inquisition by its paternal tenderness for the 
souls of its flock was to correct heresies of na- 
tive Cliristians briskly. The history ofthe Jesuit 
missions in China, the futility of ourown efforts 


the Chinese to Christion influences in the 
United States and in Singapore, show the hope- 
lessnees of all attempts to convert that race. 
., . Sinea.there is this overpowering on- 
tecodent improbability, of success, what justifi- 
cation is thera for allowing men, women and 
children to run the awfal risks of missionary 
work in China? We do not ask the man 
Churches of the Christian world to give up ail 
offort to convert tho Chinese, Let them work 
on thoge to whom they can, preach to safely in 
fon Francisco “and Ringapore. If they can 
succeed, their pupils will carry the very varying 
fonns of the creed back to their own country, 
and the change will be ‘brought about §n js 
natural way. If they cannot do as ranch ax 
this with all-the conditions'in their favour, .it 
is idl6 to hope that any offect will bo produced 
in China itself. 

Since, however, there is no prospect of alter- 
ing the mass of Chinese lifo, which: hus varied 
little, if at all, since u time in which, Christianity 
only existed os implied in the prophecies, would 
it not be better to stop this missionary enter- 
prise altogether?
